But when selfishness 
and sensuality, when superstition and bi- 
gotry—the lust after power, popularity or 
aggrandizemeut predominates, man is a 
demon of discord that delights in mischief 
and destruction; and though such scenes 
of cruelty as were exhibited in the cru- 
sades, or those which followed the revoca- 
tion of the edict of Nantz, in Louis the 
14th’s time, may not occur in an age of 
light like we now live in, yet it becomes 
every rational intelligent mind to consi- 
der by what spirit it is governed. Every 
spirit that leads to superstition is to be 
suspected. It was superstition that in- 
duced the pilgrimages to Jerusalem, and 
fanaticism that inspired the Europeans to 
those desperate enterprizes which result- 


‘ed in the destruction of millions of the 
‘human race in the vain attempts to take 


the Holy Land out of the hands of the 
Turks. Every spirit of intolerance is to 
be suspected, however refined and plausi- 
ble its character may seem tobe, It was 
intolerance that induced the revocation 
of the edict of Nantz—and cruelty in its 
most diabolical form, that mordered the 
protestants on St. Bartholomews eve, and 
has persecuted and murdered a great many 
millions beside, on account of differences 
in religious opinions. These events show 
us, as observed by an able writer, what 
human beings are capable of, when influ- 
enced by superstition, bigotry and preju- 
dice. These baneful principles metamor- 
phose men into infernals, and entirely ex- 
tinguish all the feelings of humanity, the 
dictates of conscience, and the voice of 
reason. 

While we are contending for truth it is 
well for us to consider our own standing, 
lest we fall into irretrievable error; and 
it would be well always to remember, that 
bad means are a poor ladder on which to 
ascend to a good object.

It is presum- 
ed, that it will be perused with great in- 
terest bya considerable number of your rea- 
ders, more especially.as the distinguished 
subject of it is nowin this city,on a mission- 
ary service among his brethren in religious 
profession, visiting the different churches 
belonging to that persuasion, and preach- 
ing the way of life and salvation to im- 


mense concourses of people. . 

~ “T attended, (says our traveller,) the 
yearly meeting in New-York, when I heard 
Richard Mott, in a most interesting debate 





eloquence. The tomb-like silence of the 
meeting bore a deep and solemn testi- 
mony to its effects, and all seemed to feel 
its appeal irresistible. Elias Hicks, how- 
ever, did not think so. He arose and re- 
plied with a boldness and originality of 
sentiment that mark his character, and 
threw an aspect so different upon it, that 
it was obliged to be referred to a commit- 
tee. This Friend is deemed to be the first 
uiinister of the society, in the United 
States. I attended the meeting in Pear! 
street the day previous to the yearly meet- 
ing, as he was expected, according to his 
usual custom, tobe there. We went about 
half an hour before the time but found the 
place crowded to excess. Such is the re- 
markable character of this Friend and his 
ministry, that wherever he holds a meeting 
this is the case. Possessed of a strong and 
intrepid mind, unenervated by the restraints 
and modulations of an academical educa- 
tion, he gives no measure or direction to 
the avowa!l of his sentiments but such as 
he conceives i prescribed by the spirit of 
the Almighty. His appearance is simple, 
old fashioned and patriarchal, and he pours 
forth in his discourses, in an astonishing 
and animating flow of plain, but powerful 
and penetrating language, a train of argu- 
ment that enlightens and sentiments that 
warms upoo whatever it touches.—No per- 
son, situation or circumstance, Can awe 
him to the suppression of a word he feels 

inclined to speak—he hearkens alone to 
his own heart’s suggestions of his duty, and 
he does it. That sophistry must be artful 
indeed, that eludes his discriminating 
glance—he seems in a moment to grasp the 
comwbpass and bearing of the subject, and 
unravels its intricacy with a perspicuity 
peculiarly his own—no castom however 
sanctioned by its antiquities, or doctrines 
however supported by public opinion, ever 
meet with respect from him if they origi 

nate not in sound reason and sound reli- 
igion. The professors of other creeds of- 
| ten feel the giant strokes of his oratorial 
pawers, yet they do homage to his talents 
—they venerate his virtues—and altho’ 
they have shrunk beneath the terrors of 
his castigations they court his society and 
crowd to his meetings.”

LATE NEWS FROM EUROPE. 

By the ship Factor, Capt. Sheed, arrived at this 
port yesterday afternoon, in 48 days from Liver- 
pool, English papers have been received to the 
35th of Oct. The rumour respecting a peace be- 
tween the Greeks and Turks proves to be wholly 
untrue.—Some extracts relating to the war now 
existing between these two powers are given as 
follows : 

GREFCE —Letters from Zante of the 14th ult. 
given in the foreign papers, fully confirm the pre- 
vious reports of the successes of the Greeks in the 
Morea, The Turks, after being defeated in the 
plains of Argos by Colcotroni on the 23d of July, 
and at the defile of Trete on the 24th and 25th, 
entrenched themselves at Saint George’s where 
they received reinforcement from Patras and Le- 
panto. The Greck army was, in the mean time, 
increased by volunteers from all quarters to 25,000 
men; and they occupied all the passes leading to- 
wards the Isthmus. On the 6th and 7th of August 
the Turks sought to force a passage upon Corinth. 
In the engagement of the 6th, they were attacked 
upon all points, and repulsed with great Joss. In 
the battle of the 7th, which was very bloody, 5000 
Turks perished upon the field of battle. The Gen- 
eral-in-Cliief, Ali Pacha, formerly Grand Vizier, 
was among the number. Mahmud Dramali, (na- 


soner, with several Beys of the Province and of 
Macedonia The rest of the Turkish army dis- 
persed itself upon three different points. A corps 
of 2500 men gained the high road to Corinth, where 
they were pursued. Another corps of 2000 men 
took flight towards Hagion.Oros, from whence they 
sought by a desperate effow, to regain the road to 
Napoli di Romania; but, surprised by Nicitas, near 
Burbati, it was cut in pieces, a very small number 
throwing themselves into the mountains, whence 
they even‘tially reached Corinth. A third corps, 
the most considerable of all, and composed prin 
cipally of Albanians, was tnable trom its desper- 
ute situation, to take any other course than to pre- 
cipitate itself on the route leading to Tripolitza.— 
Overtaken in its flight between Avladoce mpoa and 
the lake of Lerne, tt was attacked, and left on the

banian chief. The Turks in Candia have also sus- 
tained several defeats, and have been competied 
to shut themselves up in the fortresses. Accounts 
trom Constantinople confirm the reports of a naval 
battle having been fought between the Turks and 
the Greeks, in which the latter were victorious, 
and captured six of the Turkish vessels. 

The British Turkey merchants, have for some 
time felt great inconvenience from the disorder 
produced in their commercial relations, by the 
plunder, murder, or Bight of so many of the opu- 
lent Greeks, produced by the indiscriminate bar- 
barity of their tyrants after the commencement of 
the revolt. On this subject, the last news from 
Constantinople has brought a copy of a note pre- 
sented to the Sublime Porte by the English Am- 
bassador, Lord Strangford. It appears that the 
Porte, under pretext that the Turkish laws do noi 
suffer a debt to be recovered from the estate of a 
debior, unless the defendant be present, personal 
ly or by his attorney, to admit the justice of the 
claim has refused the payment of English claims 
upon the property left behind them by the Greek 
refugees; and Lord Strangford has, theretore, re- 
quested of the Porte an order to “ recal to their 
native land these unfortunate victims of a very na- 
tural alarm—in fine to enable British subjects to 
recover what is due to them, by persona}ly suing 
their debtors before the competent tribunals!” 

Frontiers of Moldavia, Oct. 5.—The 
last letters from Odessa confirm the ac- 
count that Selim Pacha, with 15,000 men 
had gone over to the Persians; that sever 
al actions ensued, in which the Turks were 
totally defeated, and lost all their artillery. 

Verona, Oct. 18.—The Emperor and 
Empress of Austria, and the Kings of 
Prussia and Sardinia, arrived here on the 
15th instant. The Emperor of Russia ar- 
rived on the 17th. Verona at this mo- 
ment exhibits a most brilliant appearance ; 
the presence of the Sovereigns has drawn 
hither so much company, it is difficult to 
obtain lodgings, the price of which is very 
exhorbitant.

We have received, by way of Odessa, 
news from Constantinople of the 20th of 
Sept of the following tenor :-—~ 

Great uneasiness prevails here; the 
Turks have been defeated by the Persians 
near Erzerum. The great caravan has 
been plundered by the Wechabites, who 
are advancing towards Mecca, and it is 
believed that the Pacha of Egypt will be 
obliged to withdraw his troops from Can- 
dia and Cyprus, in order oppose them. 

The state of affairs in the Morea and in 
Thessaly, is still very critical. On the 
coast of Syria, a second earthquake has 
desolated the cities of Antioch, Sidon, and 
Alexandria, (Little Alexandria, er Alex- 
andrette, is probably meant.) Lastly the 
Treasury is so exhausted, that the most 
rigorous decrees against luxury have been 
issued by the Sultan. Alt Silver plate 
must be brought to the Mint, where the 
owners receive very low prices for it. The 
Mahmudies and Budies (coin go called) are 
called in to be recuined at a depreciated 
standard.
